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Wasuincton, November 29.—Mr. Springer, 
of Llinois, has withdrawn from the contest 
forthe speakership, the correspondence be- 
tween himself and his state delegation having 
this effect, having been made public to-night. 
The withdrawal of Springer leaves only three 
recognized candidates in the field. If the talk 
heard in the hotel lobbies is to be considered 
as representing the situation with any degree 
of truth, the fight is between two of these can- 
didates, and the speculations that are made 
as to the final struggie are in almost every in- 
stance made with reference to the time when 
the issue will be joined between them. It 
was expecied that a conference of the New 
York delegation would be held to-day, the 
result of which would be to make 
clear what is doubtful 
to the attitude of certain of that 
delegation towards Cox’s candidacy. Ac in- 
formal meeting of the members of the dele- 
gation, who are in the city, was held this af- 
ternoon, and a forma! conference will proba- 
bly be heid to-morrow. At the meeting to- 
day the sentiment expressed is said to have 
been in favor of standing by Cox in the cau- 
cus, until authorized by him to withdraw his 
name, or until heshall be nominated. At 
the Randall headquarters to-night a large 
number of persons were present until a late 
hour. An associated press reporter, who call- 
ad at the headquarters, was referred to Mr. 
Randall’s principal lieutenant, Mr. Hensel, 
who professed coufidence in the election of 
his chief.

One of 
Thompson's supporters moved to make the 
nomination of Leedom unanimous, and this 
was done. Thompson said to-night that he 
would abide the decision of the delegation, 
and make no further etfurt to secure his own 
nomination.

senate. General Mahone talked as if he were

C. Gorham as secretary of the senate. A new 
bond of a union has been. formed between 
the senator and the journalist since the Vir- 
inia election, and it is now understood that 
eneral Mahore will insist upon Mr. Gor- 
ham’s election as a condition of his consent 
to approve the other candidates of the repub- 
licans.

SQUATTER SOVGERBIGNTY. 


Secretary Teller’s Decision asteo Residents on Publie 


W asuineton, November 29.—Secretary Tel- 
ler render the following decision, in a Case re- 
eently reported to the general land office from 
Washington territory, in which one Baird 
was accused of trespassing and cutting timber 
unlawfallyon public lands: - ‘‘The accused, 
although asquatter, is rightfully on the land, 
if he intends to make his homeon itand stake 
it under the settlement laws, when the land 
is surveyed, and he is allowed to do 
so. Whether he is or is not a 
tresspasser does not depend on how many 
trees he cuts, but on the bona fide character 
of the settlement. If he has taken the land 
in good faith, he is the owner thereof to all 
practical purposes, although the title may re 
main iu the government. It is better that 
the government occasionally suffer by the loss 
of timber cut, on pretended homestead and 
pre-emption claims, than that the settler be 
embarrassed in his effort to secure the bene- 
fits of the liberal laws passed for the express 
purpose of inducing people to go on public 
lands and make themselves homes,”’

In 
coming away from the banquet vesterday 
the king remarked to a_ distinguished 
personage, formeriy with the Spanish em- 
bassy at Paris: ‘Ll hope the French will 
now iet us alone, after the explicit deciara- 
tions of my government, and after sending 
Marshal Serrano, the chiei of the party in 
power, as a sort of hostage to Paris. Tne 
people in France must be endowed with 
very little political sagacity to believe that I 
was going to makea hard and fast alliance 
with Germany. Like all good Spaniards, I 
am fully aware that the best thing 
for Spain is to live om good terms with 
all our neighbors, and especially our next- 
door neighbors. ‘But, besides, | myself am 
personaliy in the coutidence and friendship 
of my near relative, M. Le Comte de Paris, 
whom one day or another | hope to see king 
of France. But if France continues to be the 
hotbed of a permanent conspiracy against 
not only monarchial institutions, but social 
order in Europe, most sovereigns wiil seek 
for themselves self-protection, and for the 
protection of the interests of their subjects 
will enter into certain mutual engagements 
against such propaganda, and in such a 
case 1] know perfectly well what it is my duty 
todo. ‘It is, moreover, very hard lines to 
find one’s self every day insulted with im- 
punity by the press of a neignboring country 
that with the same breath insists upon ou: 
devoted friendship.’’ King Alfonso is firmly 
decided to reject every attemp. to place any 
compromising passage in his message on the 
establishment of universal suifraye and civil 
marriage. The downiall of the present cab- 
inet seems probable about December 15.

A HUSBAND'S RETURN. 


Geedman’s Disappcarauce Vuriag the War, and Hi 
Return Atter Muay Years. 

CrncInNaAT’, November 29, — Twenty-one 
yaars ago, in a beautiful valley of Green. 
brier county, West Virgiuia, at the 
foot of the Camberland meuntains, in that 
loveliest of all picturesque regions, the head- 
waters of jhe Great Kanawha, there lived 
young farmer named Goodman. -He was 
born and nad grown to manhood in that re- 
gion, and had, by his indomitable industry 
and energy, acquired the title to as fine a 
farm asany that dotted the little valley. 
Some two years previous to the opening of 
the story he had married a buxom mountain 
lassie, and settled down to enpjuy the happi- 
ness of married life. 

Time passed on, anda baby son came to 
increase their happiness. With the birth of 
the child came the news that Fort Sumter 
had fallen, and the tocsin of civil war had 
been sounded. Aithougha southern born, 
Goodman wasa bitter opponent of slavery, 
and it had even been said of him that he had 
individually aided many a runaway slave to 
a haven of refuge overthe mysterious ‘“‘un- 
der ground railway.’ When the first ru- 
mors of war reacued the quiet vailey, Good- 
man bade farewell to his family, and accom- 
panied by fourof his neigabors whose sym- 
pathies were with the cause of the union, 
they secretly left the valley the 
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same night and rode northward. 
They proceeded to Ciucinnati by boat, where 
they enlisted, and in course of time were 
‘transferred to the army of the Cumberland. 
Inthe dark days of September, 1863, after 
the battle of Chickamauga, and in the retreat 
to Chattanooga in one of the innumerable 
skirmishes during the retreat, Goodman was 
captured and shortly afterwards sent to An- 
dersonville prison. Through acomrade came 
a few brief linestothe mountain home in 
Virginia, that Goodman had been captured 
and sent south, and a few months later came 
the sad inteiligence that he had died a linger- 
ing death in the southern prison pen. Close 
upon the heels of the awful news came the 
awakening on adark night with the roof of 
her home aplaze by the incendiary’s torch, 
applied by a marauding band of confederates 
tu more than one union home in the hitherto 
peaceful valley. Crushed by the double 
loss, @nd having~- no relatives near 
she could apply for 
refuge, Mrs. Goodman made her way to Cin- 
cinmati, where she expected te find a home 
with an uncle, whom she had visited once in 
childhood; but upon reaching the city, her 
hopes were doomed to disappointment, as he 
had left for the west some years before, and 
his present residence was unknown Her 
limited supply of money becoming rapidly 
reduced, she was forced to place her child in 
an orphan asylum, and through an advertise- 
ment ina daily paper she obtained employ- 
ment in a@ great establishment on Fourth 
street that had a contract for furnishing uni 
forms for the federal troops. She was thus 
empioyed for nearly a year, receiving a bare 
pittance that scarely kept soul and body to- 
gether, but through the influence of a ph ysi- 
clan who attended her during a_ serious i!!- 
ness, she obtained a position as nurse in the 
Cineginnali hospital at more remunerative 
wages. 

The report of Goodman’s death at Ander- 
sonville proved to be false, and after weary 
months of imprisonment he was exchanzed 
in the fall of 1864, with some two hundred 
others and sent north. He had heard no 
news trom home in all that time, and the 
scene that met his gaze after a long and 
tiresome journey was heartrending. Ruin, 
desolation and woe on every hand, wife and 
child wanderers of the earth, were enough to 
crush even a stronger spirit than his, weak- 
ened by a long siege of imprisonment. 
He heard that his wife had gone to Cincin- 
natiand in a few days he was in the city, 
buta thorough search by detectives and re 
peated advertisements in the daily papers 
(ailed to find any trace of the loving object 
his search. After some weeks’ faithful 
and persistent inquiries he was forced to the 
conciusion that his wife and chiid were both 
dead, 

At this time the silver excitement in Ne 
vada was at it~ highest, and having nothing 
to retard him, Goodman went west in the 
hope of forgetting his great sorrow in the 
dizzy whirl of the mining camp. He staked 
a Claim, and being a man of energy and not 
addicted to the vices so prevalent among the 
miners, he succeeded in a few months in 
amassing quite a fortune, which he invested 
in reai estate in the then already flourishing 
iown of Virginia City. Success crowned his 
every undertaking, and it was not long until 
Goodman was considered the wealthiest man 
in all that region, where seores of men were 
counted millionaires. In 1876 Goodman 
removed to San Francisco and became senior 
partne: in a great banking firm. One morn- 
lug im answer to an advertisement for 
book-keepers, a young man presented him- 

if in bis private office, who, by his striking 
resemblance to Goodman, led to inquiries 
and investigation. To mniake a long story 
short, the young man proved to be the long- 
lost. sou of Goodman, He had been adopted 
irom tue orphan asyium at Cincinnati bya 
a wealthy and childless couple of Dayton, 
Ohio, raised in luxary and given a good edu- 
cation. Financial reverses and the death of 
both his benefactors threw the young man on 
his own resources, and he had finally drifted 
to the far wes!, carried thither by the flatter- 
ing reports of the new Eldorado. Henry, for 
such was the young man’s n-me, was immie- 
diately installed as junior partner of the firm. 

In October lust, a gentleman named War- 
ren, an old neighbor of Goodman in his Vir- 
ginia home, and, by the way, one of the com- 
rades that went out with him from the quiet 
valley to battle in the war of the union, was

Paris, Novernber 29.—At the cabinet coun- 
cil to-day it was decided not to accept an in- 
terpellauion from M. Clemenceau concerning 
the Chinese memorandum relative to the pro- 
posed attack on Bac \ynh, because it would 
prejudice pending negotiations. in the 
chamber of deputies M. Clemenceau intro- 
duced his interpellation, and urged its imme- 
diate discussion.

THE MURD#HEKS OF YBARS. 


The Story of Mrs. Kemyp—shocking Detalis Long 
Kurled. 

Seymovr, Ind., November 29.—Last evening 
there arrived in Medura, a smali towo near 
here, a woman giving ber nhameas Eliza Kemp, 
agent of dress patterns. Seventeen years ago 
there occurted in Seymour one of the mst 
blood-curdiiug and mysterious mu.ders ever 
committed in this partof Indiana. Subse- 
quently three other murders were committed, 
caused directly “by the first murder. For 
the past seventeen years these murders have 
been entirely surrounded in the deepest 
mystery, and not until this morning, woen 
the testimony of Eliza Kemp was given, 
was the true history of the crimes known. 

On the night of January 3, 1866, Moore 
Wood mansee, a wealthy merchant of Medora, 
cameto Seymouron his way to Cincinnati. 
He had $2,000 in cash to purchase goods with. 
He registered at the Rader house tor the 
night. Next mornipg he was missed from 
his room. Nine monibs later his bedy was 
found in WLite river, with the head cut off. 
The Rader house was ransacked for supple- 
mental evidence of the suspected murder. 
On removing the carpetin the room occu 
pied by Woodmansee,blood stains were found 
upon the floor. Gordon Kenney, an em- 
ploye of the hotel, was suspected of having 
a knowledge of the murder. When 
the excitement was highest, caused by the 
finding of the body, an unknown man called 
Kinney from his door one night, and as he 
opened the door he shot and instantly killed 
Kinney, After this all efforts to find the 
murderers were abandoned. 

In 1872 Reuben Wheeler was mortally 
wounded, and on his death-bed confessed that 
on the night of the Woodmansee murder two 
men had taken from Rader’s stable a horse 
and wagon, which they returned next morn- 
ing, with the bottom of the wagon covered 
with blood. -Rader was arrested for the 
murder, but acquitted, and the _ affair 
Was again a mystery. On the night of 
the murder a dance was being held 
at the Rader house. Towards the close Sam 
Long and A. W. Fiynn, two gamblers, left 
suddenly. It was known that Flynn and 
Weedmansee had had adiflicuity over a law 
cui Fiynn threatened to kill him, and his 
pagner, Sam Long, said the case 
shyfuld never come to another trial. After 

2 murder these men returned to Medora, 

very \ime during the many years ‘that any 

ew evidertice or news concerning the Wood- 
ymansee murder wasreporied it was followed by 
'ameeting of these men. - Suspicion began to 
point strongly towardthem. Fiynn threat- 
ened toshout one Emery, who had accused 
him of the murder, 
instantly killed Fiynn. Sam Long, 
ner, then disappeared, aud Aiden Rodman 
his suspected accomplice, was taken from the 
jail by amoband hang-d. Thus, for know- 
ing the murder« f Woodmansee, Kinney was 
murdered, Wheeler mortaliy wounded, Fiynn 
shot dead and Rodman banved. 

Seventeen years passed away, but the mys- 
tery of one murder had grown into a mystery 
of five still unsolved. Eliza Kemp testified 
that she occu pied room 8, next to Woodmap- 
see, in the Rader house. on the fatal night. 
She said: ‘On that night I was suddeniy 
awakened by a noise in Woodmansee’s room. 
In a second | was fully awake and realized 
some one in the next room was begging for 
his life. Ithen heard some one say, ‘Sam. 
kill the —— —— ——..’ then a blow, followed 
by a beavy fall. Then one said: ‘He’s dead, 
—— him.’ He then agreed to take his body. 
eut the head off, and throw the body into rhe 
river. I left Seymour early next morning, 
and have never told what | heard because my 
life bas been threatened time and again 
through anonymous letters and otber ways’ 
Thus, after seventeen years murder wi:!l out.’

The matter has become so complicated in 
one way aud another that congress is to be 
‘asked to legislate upon it, but 
it seems to us that a common sense view of 
it will fail to find any complication whatso- 
ever.

AMONG the sparkling diamonds and glittering 
colors of the precious stones the soft lustre of 
pearls has always attracted admiration, and the 
gem of purest ray, serene is particularly suitable 
as an ornament for the gentler sex. Pearls are the 
defensive property of oystersand mussels. When 
a bit of stand getsinto the shell and threatens to 
injure the delicate body the oyster secretes a sub 
stance which surrounds the offending particle and 
forms a pearl. Other pearls grow to the side of the 
shell and are the result of attempts to prevent the 
entrance of parasites by depositing the pearly sub- 
stance on the place of attack. Perfect pearls are 


, formed within the shells and often attain such 
the oyster | 


size as to prevent their closing, when 
dies and the gem is washedaway. It is generally 
supposed that the dark, unfathomable caves of 
ocean bear the finest treasures, but really the best 
pearls are found in fresh water. One of the pearls 
in the British crown was picked up on a mussel in 
the Conway river by a lady attendant 
of Catharine, the wifeof Henry the eighth. In 
Germany the best fisheries are in the streams of the 
Bavarian forests. The Saxon fisheries belong to 
the crown and have been managed for more than 
a century by members ofthe same family. They 
have yielded in less than two hundred years 22,782 
pearls. Some are brown, some black and others 
pinggand green. The best marine pearls come 
from the Persian guif and Ceylon, but the amount 
realized from them gradually decreases. 
Julius Cwsar presenteda pearltothe mother of 
Brutus valued at $250,000, and the one dissolved by 
Cleopatra was worth $400,000. The shah of Persia 
owns a pearl one anda half inches long valued a

Khe appointment of a receiver is a move by 
the surviving members of the firm to place 
the settiement of the atfairs of the concern in 
the hands of a court officer. 

The firm was originaily composed of James 
S. Davenport, James B. Davenport, William 
S. Johnson and Edward L. Voorhis. There 
were two houses, one in New York and 
one in Atlanta, the Atlanta house being run 
under the supervision of Mr. Voorbis. About 
a year ago Mr. Johnson died, but under the 
terms of the parivership the basiness was 
continued and the partnership expired by 
limitation on the 1st of November. About a 
month before that time Mr. Voorhis bought 
out the interest of Mr. James B. Davenport 
in the Atianta house, but as the partnership 
was nearly out nonolice was made of the 
purchase, and of course Mr. Davenport re- 
mains liable. - 

When Mr. Johnson died Thomas Davenport 
and Henry P. Doremus were appointed exec-

utors. The Jobnson estate is quite large 
amounting to three or four bundred thousand 
dollars. The elder Mr. Davenport is also 
wealthy, and the aggregated wealth of the 
several partners reaching something like eight 
bundred thousand dollars. In

Mr. Johnson the executors of course kad to 
do something with the interest in the supply 
house. The partnership was soon to expire 
and the firm began to close out its New York 
house, of which the Atlanta house nag beena 
branch The business of the Atlanta bouse 
was, however, pushed by Mr. Voorhis.

ATLANTA MADE TH& ONLY SOUTH- 
ERN DISTHIBUTING STATION. 


Arrival of the Agent of the Ucittesd States Fish Com- 
missa'oo—-Whar He Wiil De at This Peint— 
A General Oulliine of the History and 
Metreds of wa Great Work. 


A CoNsTITUTION reporter bad the pleasure, 
yesterday, of meeting Mr. F. L. Donnelly, 


‘the distributing agent of the United States 


fish commission. 

In response to a question suggested by his 
presence in the city, Mr. Donnelly said: 

‘I have just arrived in Atlanta. My yisitis 
in pursuance of instructions received from 
Washington directing me to take charge of 
the distributing depot which the commission 
has decided to locate here.”’ 

“Weare to havea regular distributing de- 
pot, then ?’’ 

“That is the programme,’’ was the reply. 
‘‘l am instructed to have suitable water tanks 
constructed for the reception and care of the 
carp which will be forwarded to me from time 
to time from the commission’s headquarters

south.’’

FACTS CONCERNING THE COMMISSION 

“Mr. Donnelly,’ said the news gatherer, 
impulsively, ‘‘a few facts about the fish com 
tuission and its work would be interesting to 
our people.”’ 

: Very well,’’ replied the courteous distrib- 
uting agent, with a pleasant smile, ‘‘you are 
aware thatthe Uniced States fish commission 
was organized asa branch of the Smithsoni- 
an institute in 1875. Professor Baird, the 
regent, naturally became the head of the 
commission as it is a co-ordinate branch of 
the institute. Major T. 3B. Ferguson 
is the assistant fish com missiover. 
The first work was the  propa- 
gation of white shad in the Susquehanna 
river. At that time the question of the suc- 
cessful propagation and stocking of rivers with 
any prospect of favorable results, was only a 
theory. The commission, however, went to 
work zealously. The young iry 
were transported from the sta 
tion on the Susquehanna, and 
planted in the various rivers of the west and 
south, viz: The Ohio, Migsouri, Mississippi, 
Sacremento, Columbia, Tennessee and tlhe 
Fiintin your state. Favorable results were 
received from ali of the rivers named, par- 
ticularly from the Sacremento, Ohio, Tennes- 
see and I lint. In the first the fish are found 
in sufficient numbers to justify the fishermen 
in that region in hauling seine and stake 
pound nets for their catch, and they have 
succeeded in realizing considerable revenue 
from their sales in the markets of the Pacitic 
slope. When first planted in the rivers, the 
shad are of very small size, about as large as 
a pin, the eye being the biggest part of the 
fish. They remain ‘in the stream of their 
supposed birth until they are a fully devel- 
oped fish. Then, they being naturally a salt- 
water fish, they the ocean and 
remain there three years, or until they ma- 
ture. They then return the stream in 
which they were first planted, as it i 
the instinet of- that species of fish toseek their 
place of nativity ready to spawn, ior 
the purpose of giving birth tothe young. It 
is then that they are seined for and caught by 
the fishermen. Within two years 
60,000,000 of these fish have been successful! y 
propagated and planted in the various streams 
country having ocean outlets 

GERMAN CARP, 

The reporter mentioning something about 
German carp, Mr. Donnelly at once took up 
that fish. 

‘The commission,”’ ‘having 
encouraged by their successf operations 
with shad, extend their work 
1 propagation ef other valuable food 
fishes. The German carp bel the most 
popular domestic fish Muro- 
pean countries, and been 
propagated and distributed through- 
out the British kingdom, France and Germa- 
ny, and b 1¢ most easily adapted for cul- 
tivation in the various climates of this coun- 
try, was decided upon by Professor Baird to 
be the fish for propagation among the farm- 
ers. The carp is an excellent food fish and is 
readily cultivated in ponds averaging from 
one to five acresin size. They feed largely 
upon vegetation, and in the maiter of feed- 
ing are Similar to domestic animals, as they 
cowe for and eat their food with as much 
regularity as ducks or chickens. Althougha 
bottom fish and preferring to eat olf the bot- 
tom, if properly trained or regularly fed they 
will take their food from the surface. Bread 
isan excellent food for them as it floats on 
the surface, and is torn and jerked under by 
the fish with the voracity of young sharks. 
They eatalmost anything and appear to have 
mo preference—all they want i:femvugh-~-quan- 
tity, not quality.’’ 

Here Mr. Donnelly expressed the opinion 
that the carp would soon become a food factor 
—palatable, nourishing and healthful, as it 
combined all the qualities of the superior 
domestic feod fish, lives in still water, is of 
rapid growth, an omnivorous feeder, wonder- 
fully prolific and possessing flesh of an ex- 
cellent flavor. 

‘Twenty of these fish,’’ he said, ‘‘are sufli- 
cient to stock any ordinary pond, and in two 
years from the time placed in the water are 
arge enough forthe table. It is no use, how- 
to introduce carpinto waters already 
occupied by such fish as bass, suntish, perch, 
trout, turtle or any other fish-eating 
species whatever, even chubs and 
minnows being objectionable. i¢ & 
best, the reiore, for persons inter- 
ested in the subject whoare not sure that their 
present ponds are free from fish to begin by 
preparing a pond, say fitty feet square, for the 
reception of the carp. After they have at- 
tained the age of from three to six months 
they may be transferred to other suitable 
waters. I believe that the southern states 
are much more favorable for the growth of 
carp than northern regions, owing to the 
milder climate. In the north the ponds 
freeze over, compelling the carp to live on the 
mud susteance, thus stopping and interfering 
With their growth. Im the southern states 
they grow several pounds ina year, and in 
Texas and Georgia they have been known to 
reach five pounds in Ome year's existence.’ 

DISTRIBUTION OF CARP. 

‘The commission,’’ continued the speaker, 
“commenced the distribution of this fish 
three years ago. At that time applications 
were limited as to number, and were confined 
principally to the eastern states, notably New 
York, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Maryland and 
Virginia. At present the applications number 
thousands. They come principally from the 
south and west and are made by the fish com- 
missioners of the states, and also by indi- 
viduals through their congressmen. The fish 
are taken from their natural hatching ponds 
in Washington city, and then placed in two- 
quart pails, to the number of twenty 
in each, and then generally sent by 
the commission’s cars, Or a Messenger to a cer. 
tain locality, as near the center of a state as 
possibie, from which point they are shipped 
by express to the applicants Ail arrange- 
ments for their distribution are made by Col- 
onel Marshali McDonald, chiefof the division 
of distribution, the inventor of the celebrated 
hatching: jar used by the United States and 
many state commissions for hatching shad, 
salmon, trout, white fish and other varieties, 
This jar recently received the highest pre-

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mium at the London international fish expos- 
ition. He is also the inventor of the McDon- 
ald fish ladder, recently adopted by the goy- 
ernment for construction at the great falls on 
the Potomac, and used by several states in 
rivers baving falls.’’ 

_, , CULTIVATION OF OTHER FOOD FISH. 

‘White and other food fish,” said Mr. Don- 
nelly, ‘‘are also propagated under the opera- 
tions of the commission. For the former 
there are two stations, one at Northville, 
Mich., and the other at Alpena, Mich. At 
these points 45,000,000 white fish have been 
hatched out and distributed last season in the 
lakes. Trout and land-locked salmon are also 
cultivated in eastern streams, and in the 
northwest. On the Pacific coast a station for 
the breeding of California salmon is estab- 
lished, and great results have been produced 
along that coast. Spanish mackerel are also 
propagated in Chesapeake bay. Halibut and 
codfish receives attention from the commis- 
sion, ard will eventually be planted along 
the South Atlantic coast with the hope that 
the people in that region may receive a prof- 
itable beneti' from their propagation, 

THE COMMISsION’S EQUIPMENT, 

‘The commission has three steamers—the 
Albatross, commanded by Captain Tanner, 
and used principally for deep sea soundings 
and trawling for species of fish that inhabit 
the ocean; the Fish Hawk, commanded by 
Captain Wood, is used for hatching shad, 
Spanish mackerel, codfish and halibut: the 
Lovkoutis used principally for shad work 
and fresh water service. All of these steamers 
are adequately equipped with the necessary 
and latest improved apparatuses for executing 
their work with expedition. They also have 
two cars forthe transportation of fish. hese 
cars are a little shorter than the regulation 
passep ger coaches, and are divided into three 
compartments, The first is a parlor or ollice, 
and is elegantly fitted up. In the rear ot the 
car isa kitchen and dining room. Between 
the parlor and ‘‘banqueting hall,’ car 
employes are pleased to erm 
it, 18 the fish compartment. 
This is about 25 feet long fitted up on either 
side with twotanks, In each tank there is 
aspace high enough to place ten gallon cans 
which contain the young fish. At each end 
of this compartment are two ice chests, one 
on each side, with a capacity of one ton 
of iceeach. With the aid of ventilators on 
the roof of the cars the outside atmiusphere 
is introduced and passes over the ice, and 
thence through large pipes to the tanks, 
thus keeping a full supply of pure air among 
the fish. Pipes are also run through the 
tanks and connected by rubber tubes with 
the cans, and a constant ftlow of fresh 
water is introduced into the cans when trans- 
porting shad, as it necessary for their 
sufe delivery that they should be kept in 
pure water while in transit. Ample 
sleeping accommodations after the 
Pullman pattern are erected in the for 
the comfort of those on board. One of these 
cars, With a large supply of carp, is 
route through the northwest, with Portland, 
Oregon as the objective point.

No one ou the train saw the acci- 
dent. I knew nothing of it until the train reached 
East Point, where a telegram was received, stating 
tbat Mr. Boyd was killed. it is charged that we 
heartlessly ran by without s'opping after killing the 
man. How could we be expected tostop when we 
knew nothing of the accident? ‘the authorities 
have charged me with voluntary manslaughter,
